PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 19.—Charles Em-+ 
ary Smith, diplomat and editor, ex-Minis- 
ter to Russia, and Postmaster General 
under McKinley, for many years editor 
in chief of The Philadelphia Press, died 
suddenly of heart disease to-day at his 
home. 

Mr. Smith had been ill of grip for many 
weeks, but his, condition was never re- 
garded as dangerous. He was recovering 
rapidly, and had been convalescing for the 
Jast week. To-day Mrs. Smith, upon her 
return from church shortly after 10 
o’clock, found him dead in bed. Death had 
come during her hour’s absence at church, 
as she had chatted with him upon leaving 
the house, when he said that he was feel- 
ing well. 

Dr. Hobart A. Hare was summoned by 
the young wife, who did not believe her 
husband had expired. Dr, Hare expressed 
the belicf that Mr. Smith had been dead 
an hour. 

Mr. Smith's illness dates back to the 
St. Andrew’s Society dinner, Nov. 30. He 
was seized with acute indigestion, which 
confined him to his room for several days.

Mr. Smith's Career. 


Charles Emory Smith was born at Mans- 
field, Conn., Feb. 12, 1842. When 7 years 
of age he moved with his parents to Al- 
bany, N. Y. He was graduated from 
Albany Academy in 1858, and passed the 
biennial examinations of Union College 
and entered as a junior in 1859. In the 
meantime, he had done newspaper work 
on The Albany Evening Transcript. 

In his sophomore year at Union College 
he was one of the Board of Editors 
of The University Review, and captain of 
the college Wideawakes, a Republican 
college organization. Mr. Smith in 1861 
assisted in organizing the volunteers 
which went to the front, and Gen. John 
F. Rathbone made him his secretary, and 
later Judge Advocate General with the 
rank of Major, 

For eighteen months he was the acting 
Adjutant General, and finally entered the 
office of the Adjutant General, where he 
remained until Horatio Seymour suc- 
ceeded Edwin D. Morgan as Governor in 
1863. He resigned his place and became a 
teacher !n the Albany Academy. 

In 1865 he dropped his teaching to as- 
sume an editorial position on The Albany 
Express, for which he had been writing 
editorials while a téacher. He became 
the private secretary of Gov. Fenton 
without relinquishing his editorial work, 
and accompanied the latter to Washing- 
ton when he became Senator. 

Editor of Albany Jozrrnal, 

In 1878 he was called to become the 
associate editor of The Albany Journal, 
and later its editor. He remained in this 
position from 1870 until 1880, mingling 
freely in the political fe of New York 
State.

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Blew Him Up—Intended to Slay 
the Chief of Police Also. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PATERSON, Jan. 19.—By the confes- 
sion of Frank Amazzo, who was arrested 
here a week ago on the charge of send- 
ing a Black Hand letter to Miss Minnie 
Duval, of 17 Ryerson Street, the police 
believe that they will be able to place 
the charge of murder against the Black 
Hand members who killed Justice of the 
Peace Cortese last February with an in- 
fernal machine or bomb. 

Amazzo's confession began at midnight 
last night and lasted until 4 o'clock this 
morning. The Italian, who has been in 
this country a comparatively short time, 
feared death at the hands of the crim- 
inals he had become entangled with, and 
told his story in the hope of getting rid 
of the men he feared. As the result of his 
confession the police arrested Pasquale 
Garafola, 62 years old, alleged by Amazzo 
to be the “ big boss”’ of the Black Hand 
in Paterson; Joseph Bubillo, a barber, and 
Mrs, Bertha Michael of 17 Colder Street, 
Newark; Mairo Brago, and Pasquale 
Gravigrante, the last three ag important 
witnesses. \ 

Amazzo also named as & member of the 
Black Hand band of murderers, who also 
dealt in counterfelt money, Joseph Mustol, 
who was sentenced last Friday to thirty 
years in the State prison for the murder 
of Michael Monichino. 

Mustol has been identified as one of the 
two men who shipped an express package 
at Newark at the time that Cortese re-| 
ceived the infernal machine and was 
killed. Amazzo swears that Garafola was 
the other man, and that the murder of 
Cortese followed his appointment to of- 
fice, and was done through fear that he 
would have the operations of the Black 
Hand broken up. 

Intended to Murder Chief of Police. 


Cortese, Amazzo swears, knew that Gar- 
afola was in the counterfeiting business 
and knew that he had passed “ queer”’ 
money. Garafola then ordered the mur- 
der, and assisted in it. It was also in- 
tended to slay Chief of Police John Bim- 
son, but public indignation ran so high 
after the death of Cortese that the bomb 
made for Bimsom was thrown into the 
river. 

Amazzo confessed that it was a 
part of Garafola’s plan to have him put 
out of the way, and with him another 
Italian, known as Charlie. Charlie, when 
he got wind of his danger, fled to Colo- 
rado, where he now is. Amazzo said 
that waiting around in fear of having a 
bomb blow him up or a knife thrust into 
his heart got on his nerves, and when 
finally a plot was hatched to have him 
arrested for sending a Black Hand letter, 
he decided to tell all he knew. 

The ietter for the sending of which 
Amazzo was arrested, demanded that 
Miss Duval drop $350 from her window, 
The house is opposite the Bijou Theatre 
on West Street. The police are inclined 
to believe thet Amazzo’s story of the plot 
is true, 


Police Believe the Story. 


So deeply has Amazzo involved himself 
in the workings of the Black Hand by | 
his confession that the police can see no 
reason why he should build a fabrication 
of such form and proportions. Amazzo 
told his listeners that when Mustol killed 
Monichino he was to have gone with him 
to Garret Mountain to aid in the murder. 
Monichino had learned too much about 
the counterfeiting business, and it was 
thought that he was weak and would 
give away under a cross-examination if 
the detectives ever got hold of him. But 
Amazzo dodged the task that Mustol 
sought him to share jn and Mustol com- 
mitted the murder by himself and got 
thirty years for it last week. 

Of his first acquaintanceship with the 
“ big boss,’’ Garafola, Amazzo said the old 
dyemaker had come to him with a propo- 
sition to open a saloon, insure the prop- 
erty with two small policies of $500 each, 
and then blow it up, collect the money, 
and go to Chicago. Amazzo would have 
agreed to the plan, but he thought of the 
families living over the place where the 
saloon was to have been established, and 


asked the old dyemaker what of them. 

‘It’s the money we want; don’t worry 
about other people,”’ he declares Garafola 
replied to him. But Amazzo was afraid to 
take human life, and says Garafola gave 
him something easier to do, handing him 
counterfeit small coins, known as “ but- 
ton.”’ Some of these he passed, and then 
he became afraid and threw away the 
rest. 

Amazzo savs that the leader of the 
gang then told him of what had happened 
to a Chicago Italian who had weakened, 
by describing how he had been buried in 
the foundation of an office building there. 
He heard this same story from Mustol 
before he was arrested for the murder of 
Morichino, and it frightened him so that! 
he told it to his friend Charlie, who had | 
become entangled with the Black Hand, 
and who was also a weakling. It was 
then that the two began to realize that 
their lives were in danger, and Charlie 
departed from Paterson, 

Garafola, Amazzo confessed, told him fn 
a saloon opposite the office of Cortese, 
that the reason the Justice of the Peace! 
was blown up was that he was too eager 
to hurt his countrymen, and that he knew 
too much about Garafola’s affairs. Gara- 
fola, before the killing of the Justice, asked 
Amazzo to come to his hotse to see two 
bombs that he had made. Amazzo was 
certain that one of them was used on 
Cortese, and that the other was intended 
for Chief Bimsen, but was never used,

They Are Confident That He Will Dis- 
cover the North Pole.

Ontario a twenty-one-foot canal or deep 
waterway, along the lines of the Federal 
deep waterway survey of 1900, thus giving 
@ canal which would accommodate barges 
of 8,400 tons instead of only 1,000-ton 
craft. This recommendation {gs without 
prejudice to the continuance of work and 
completion of the barge canal between the 
westerly end of Oneida Lake and Buffalo, 
or the completion of the Champlain Canal 
between Troy and Lake Champlain at 
Whitehall. 

Had the 1,000-ton barge canal been capa- 
ble of completion within four or five 
——. as was originally hoped, he says, 
t would have accomplished, temporarily 
at least, the restoration of the State's 
supremacy. But with the length of the 
construction period involved, as now 
seems probable, he fears that upon its 
completion it will prove a disappointment 
in that it will not be suited to the com- 
mercial demands as they will then exist, 
building not for yesterday, to-day, or 
even to-morrow, but for the future.

Details of the trip across the con- 
tinent will be announced within a 
few days. For the run to Chi- 
cago aé five-day schedule has _ been 
laid out. The first day's run will be to 
Albany, a distance of 148 miles, This 
will be the shortest day’s run of the trip, 
and is so arranged on account of the fact 
that the start will be made probably at 
11 o'clock in the morning. he second 
day’s run will be to Rochester, a distance 
of 248 miles, and the third day’s run to 
Cleveland, a distance of 271 miles, the 
longest of the five. The fourth day's 
run will be to Waterloo, , a distance 
of 204 miles, and the fifth day’s run to 
Chicago, 162 miles. 

This is not a too difficult scheduJe for 
fair weather. It may be necessary in snow 
or other untoward conditions to shorten 
the distance on any one day, and the 
drivers are at perfect liberty to make up 
the difference in the following day 
possible, The last day is made purposely 
short to allow for the making up of any 
distance they may have fallen behind the 
schedule on account of bad weather. 

Between New York and Chicago there 
will be no daredevil pacing along the 
ublic roads. This section of the country 
s too thickly populated to permit of driv- 
ing at a dangerous pace, and the sched- 
ules are set well within the speed limits. 
It will require full twelve hours’ driving 
to make the third day’s run without ex- 
ceeding speed Imits, and a comfortable 
day’s work on both the second and fourth 
days. The first and last days of the en- 
durance run to Chicago will be an easy 
allotment. 

No car will be permitted to start West 
from Chicago before the morning of Feb. 
20. <All the cars that have reached Chi- 
cago may then go ahead at their own 
pace, starting at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
Cars that may not have reached the city 
for any reason will be allowed to follow 
on at any time after that hour, simply 
checking up at the given point.

|How the Maxwell Car Will Be Built 
for the Paris Race. 


There is lively interest in the charac- 
ter of the cars that will be prepared to 
start in the big automobile race to Paris. 
The details of the construction of these 
cags will naturally be kept secret as re- 
| gards the special processes used to pre- 
pare the cars to stand particular stress 


of weather, and as to the equipment car- 
ried to overcome specific difficulties an- 
ticipated. The Maxwell Briscoe Motor 
Company, however, has consented to fur- 
nish a. description of the car which it 
will send on the 20,000-mile trip In charge 
of W. J. Hanley, the explorer. This de- 
scription was received yesterday from the 
factory at Tarrytown from Ernest Coler, 
who is in charge of its preparation. He 
says: 

‘The frame of the Paris racing car will 
be built of pressed steel channel sections, 
amply reinforced, in which the Maxwell 
| three-point suspension is used. Much con- 

fidence is placed in this three-point sus- 
vension, because it enables the mechan- 
jism to considerable distortion 

without bringing the vital parts of the 
car out of elignment. The chassis will 
be practically that of a stock car, and 
‘the transmission, clutch, and gear ratio 
will be of standard Maxwell construc- 
tion unaltered. The low gear will give 
| sufficient traction. 

| “he power plant will also be the 
Standard Maxwell four-cylinder four-cycle 
vertical motor. No changes will be made 
either in the motor or the cooling system, 
|} with the exception that the radiator will 
have a felt packing which will protect the 
;} cooling system during the periods when 
the engine is temporarily stopped for so 
brief a time that !t would be undesirable 
to draw off the water from the system. 

Wherever long stops are made it is in- 

tended to draw off the water to reduce 

the chance of freezing up. 

“The wheels will have provided for 
them pneumatic and solid rubber tires, 
which are being made by the Ajax Rub- 
ber Company. A novel arrangement con- 
sists of eight-inch steel rims, which may 
be applied and removed in a short time 
in @& manner similar to the one used in 
placing inflated tires on racing cars. 
These steel tires are intended to keep the 
car from sinking into the snow, 

“The carburetor will be mantled and 
kept moderately warmed through a by- 
pass from the exhaust. 

“The car will be entirely Inclosed with 
fuel tanks and compartments for tools, 
supplies, and instruments, mostly in 
leather pockets. The car will have none 
of the customary trimmings, no rear 
seats, and will ave the front seats 
hinged, so that they may be folded for- 
ward to afford bunking space for the 
travelers. A heating system will be pro- 
vided, by which the car can be warmed by 
exhaust gases while the motor is in opera- 
tion.

Nevada Men, Saved After 45 
Days’ Entombment, to Be 
Publicly Entertained. 


TALE OF WEARY WAITING 


Bailey’s Narrative Shows How Com: 
rades and Women Cheered Them 
—Longed for the Sunlight. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BLY, Nev., Jan. 19.—With their eyes 


bandaged to keep out the light, which 
they had not seen for forty-six days, the 
three miners who were rescued from tho 
Giroux mine last night received hundreds 
of friends to-day. No such excitement 
has ever been known in this camp p= that 
which succeeded their rescue. When they 
were taken out, as told in dispatches to 
THE New YorK Times /ast night, a crowd 
of thousands was gathered at the mine. 
In the town bells were rung, anvils were 
shot, and the streets were filled with a 
cheering throng. 

A. D. Balley was the first to come out 
at 8:34. He gave a cheer and tottered 
into the arms of comrades, who in a few 
minutes revived him. He was not met 


by his wife, as one of their children was 
fll. He walked home with friends. 

“Is that you, Arthur?” queried Fred 
McDonald, as his brother stepped for- 
ward and embraced him after nearly 
seven weeks of sevaration. 

“By George, it certainly seems good to 
be out of that hole,” he said, as he was 
led away. 

“Give me a chew of tobacco,’ said 
Brown with a laugh, as he was led from 
the shaft. These two men were taken te 
their homes in wagons, 

Crowd Grows Hysterical. 

News that the rescue was near reached 
Ely shortly after 11 o'clock yesterday, 
and 2,000 persons gathered at the mouth 
of the shaft. After a long wait the crowd 
heard the bell signal “ Hoist away,” and 
a loud cheer burst forth. The basket 
soon rose to the surface, bearing one of 
the rescuers, supporting Bailey, who was 
cheered. Another shout of joy greeted 
McDonald, and when Peter Brown came 
out the crowd became almost hysterical. 
Then came cheers for Foreman Gallagher 
and the rescuers. 

The rescued men were heavily bearded, 
and the first thing each wanted was a 
bath. Except for the excitement the men 
are in good condition to-day. When they 
recover public receptions, dinners, and 
general feasts will be given for them. 

Praises of Foreman Gallagher and his 
men are heard on every side to-day. The 
work of saving the men is pronounced to 
be one of the greatest feats of modern 
mining history, 


Bailey Tells of Experiences,

Former Presid- | 
ing Justice of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court Morgan J. O’Brien, 
who will probably preside at the gather- 
ing, and District Attorney William Trav- 
ers Jerome were seen by a Timms reporter, 
and talked freely of the matter and ae 
hope that the meeting would prove the) 
first step in placing the party on a sound | 
basis. 

While the list of men who will be pres- | 
ent at the conference does not include! 
the name of a single one who could be in 
any way characterized as a “ Bryan) 
man,” both ex-Justice O’Brien and Mr. | 
Jerome pointed out that the primary ob- | 
ject of the meeting was not to create hos- 
tility to any one, but to discuss measures | 
on which it might be possible to unite the | 
whole party. This intimation of a possi- | 
ble compromise was further emphasized 
by ex-Justice O’Brien in referring to Mr. 
Bryan's recent statement that if he should 
become convinced that the best interests | 
of the party could be served by another | 
candidate he would readily retire from the | 
field. 

“It must be remembered,” said the ex- 
Justice, “that if there is to be any hope 
in the future of the Democratic Party it} 
must come from a united front. At the! 
same time this front must stand on a’ 
conservative, solid basis of real Demo-| 
cratic principles 

“That is the object of this meeting. | 
We intend to get together and discuss a 
foundation for the party on which we 
can consistently stand. We are discussing 
the future of the Democratic Party, not 
hostility to any one candidate. This 
would be a great mistake. The men in 
the Democratic Party who wish to see} 
the return to sanity and conservatism | 
would make a great mistake and frustrate 
their own object by opposing or advocat- 
ing the candidacy of any one man at the | 
outset of their fight. We must first out- 
line the principles on which we are going 
to conduct our campaign and then, only | 
then, discuss the man who its best fitted | 
to carry the banner on which they are 
written. In this way we may have some 
hope for victory in the coming campaign. 

“Mr. Bryan's influence with the rank 
and file of the party is undeniable, and 
no fight for the restoration of the party 


could be satisfactorily carried out by an- 
tagonizing this influence. 

‘Mr. Bryan has recently said that if it 
was found that the best interests of the 
party seemed to demand the candidacy 
of some other man he would retire from 
the field. If he is great enough to take 
a stand like this I think there is hope for 
our movement. Under these conditions I 
see no reason why if we proceed without 
antagonism it will not be possible for 
us to rehabilitate the party without losing 
the great influence which Mr. Bryan un- 
questionably wields.” 

Mr. Jerome also said that he did not 
understand that the meeting was primar- 
lly to fight Bryan. 

“The gathering has been called, as I 
understand it,”” said he, ‘‘ for the purpose 
of discussing the future of the Demo- 
eratic Party and how the return to con- 
servatism can best be attained. By this 
I do not wish to qualify my own position 
for I personally am _ unqualifiedly and | 
consistently spocees to Mr. Bryan.” 

Others of the conferrees could not be

Instead of convincing Mr. Bryan that he 
is not wanted, and that his nomination 
would not be wise. or good for the party, 
the Democratic leaders here believe that 
such a conference will result only in in- 
tensifying the determination of Mr, Bryan 
to take the nomination and that of his 
friends to see that it is offered to him. 
Instead of healing the breach in the party 
it will widen it and make it more lasting, 
they believe. 

But this does not mean that there is 
not an ‘excellent opportunity to bring 
about the nomination at Denver of some 
other man than Mr. Bryan. It merely 
means that the New York conference is 
believed to be the wrong method to ac- 
complish that end. 

It was pointed out by Democrats of 
National prominence here to-day that the 
true method will be by a movement en- 
tirely friendly to Mr. Bryan, supported 
by men whom he knows to be his tried 
and proved friends.

report of the State Commission on Prisons 
made public to-day. 

| In the Auburn Prison, where there are 
|men only, the daily cost of maintenance 
|for each prisoner was 38.2 cents, while 
|in the women’s prison at Auburn it was 
67.8 cents, 

In October last the prisons had more 
{inmates than at any time within ten 
years, with two exceptions. The total 
number was 12,277. During the year end- 
ing on that date the number of prisoners 
admitted to institutions, including county 
jails, penitentiaries, and workhouses, was 
97,619, of whom 22,566 were women. 

There is now a prison school with a 
civilian head teacher and convict assist- 
ants in each prison. A regular course 
of study is pursued. It is euagestes that

be made by the State taking over the 
| various penitentiaries; or, if present con- 
} ditions continue, to send all persons con- 
i victed of felony either to the Elmira Re- 
formatory or to a State prison.

BANKERS PREPARE 
A GURRENCY BILL 


Differs Widely from Aldrich and 
Fowler Measures, Which 
Are Condemned. 


CREDIT NOTE A PRIOR LIEN 


American Association’ Would Pledge 
the Whole Assets of a Bank to Pro- 
tect Its Emergency Obligations. 


CHICAGO, Jan, 19.—The Resolutions 
Committee of the Currency Commission 
pf the American Banker’s Association 
to-night issued a full report of yesterday's 
meeting of the commission at which the 
various asset currency plans now before 
Congress were discussed and rejected. 
The report summarizes the commission's 
objections to the Aldrich bill and to the 
present Fowler bill, and then presents a 
bill in thirteen sections which the com- 
mission, with the backing of the associa- 
tion, will recommend to Congress. 

The Aldrich bill is declared to be “ im- 
practicable, unwise, and financially un- 
bound.” 

The present Fowler bill, according to 
the report, ‘‘introduces schemes so far 
reaching in their scope and touching so 
many collateral interests not germane 
te the real solution of our currency dif- 
ficulties that we believe its passage would 
unsettle, rather than improve, financial 
conditions." 

Six principal objections are urged against 
the Aldrich bill. The first asserts that 
the measure would overthrow “a safe 
gpystem of note issues which has beén 
enjoyed since the foundation of the United 
States system,” /and the proposed law is 
called a ‘‘step backward to the condi- 
tions which gave rise to the ‘ wildcat’ 
currency before the civil war. 

“It may be the entering wedge for the 
acceptance of undesirable bonds as securl- 
ty for note issues,” says the commission, 
“There are recent examples in the laws 
of New York State legalizing such bonds 
for savings banks.’’ 

Crippling Lending Power. 


In the second place, it is urged that the 
Aldrich bill would cripple the lending 
power of banks, in that it would take 
from the bank reserves $100,000 in lawful 
money in order that notes for $75,000 
might »e issued. “If the bonds behind 
these notes were borrowed instead of pur- 
chased, it would have the effect of in-} 
creasing the liabilities of the banks,”’ 
says the report, ‘‘ which {gs wrong in prin- 
ciple.”’ 

In the thira_place, it !s sald that the 
Aldrich bill would tend to create a ficti- 
tlous bond market, and thts lead munici- 
palitics to enlarge their obligations. 

The fourth objection is that the tech- 
nical requirements of the bill that must 
be observed before notes can be issued 
would entail ‘‘ such delays as to make the 
notes available only after the emergency 
has passed.” 

‘The fifth objection has to do with the 
taxing provisions of the Aldrich bill. 
Mhese sections, it is declared, would re- 
sult in the banks suffering a net loss of 
© per cent. on the notes issued, whether 


they were taken out against purchased or 
borrowed bonds. 

The sixth objection asserts that the 
cost of taking out the notes would -be 
paid ultimately by the needy borrower, 
who would be burdened by increased 
interest charges at a time of year, usually 
in the Autumn, when he can ill aford 
them. 

Decry Hasty Legislation. 


After some general criticism of the 
present Fowler bill, the commission sums 
up the situation as follows: 

“Let us not be unmindful of the fact 
that in response to the demands of the 

eople, unsound and radical legislation 
i had its precedents In our monetary 
history. After the panic of 1878 Congress | 

assed a bill increasing greenbacks by | 

44,000,000, a. project which was wisely 
vetoed by™~ President Grant. After 
panic o 1893 Congress approved a 
measure providing for the coinage of | 
$55,000,000 in silver, which was vetoed by | 
President Cleveland. In these two issues! 
we have had examples of hasty measures 
following financial panics, and in the, 
two bills herein discussed we have, it 
appears to us, similarly unwise measures 
foilowing the recent crisis.”’ ° 

The solution proposed by the commis- 
sion differs from the first Fowler bill, | 
which was based on principles approve d| 
by the convention of the American Bank- | 
ers’ Association at Atlantic City, Sept. 
23, 1907, in that the holder of a credit 
note, instead of being a general creditor, 
shall have a prior lien on the assets 
of the issuing bank. The security pre- 
vided by pledging the whole of the assets 
of a bank, instead of only a portion of 
them, would afford that desirable pro- 
tection to the note holder.

plan would insure ‘‘an ample supply of 
eurrency to the public; relief from the 
disturbed commercial conditions such as 
those through which we recently passed; | 
and finally, the certai§ retirement of the 
notes when they have fulfilled their pur- 
pose.”’

The Commission’s Bill. 


The bill proposed by the commission is 
as follows: 

“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House |

= may take out for issue and cir- | 
culation, National banknotes without a | 
deposit of United States bonds, as now 
provided by law.

Said notes shall be issued | 
ta such form and denominations, and un- |} 
der such rules and regulations as the Con- | 
troller of the Currency shall fix. 

The amount of said notes so taken out 
by any National Banking Association may 
be equal to 40 per centum of the amount 
of its National banknotes at any time out- 
standing, which are secured by the de-! 
posit of Government bonds, but shall not | 
exceed in amount 25 per centum of ita | 
capital, provided, however, that if at any 
time in the future the present proportion 
of the total outstanding unmatured United | 
States bonds to the total capitalization of | 
all Naiional Banking Associations in ac-

have on hand in lawful money of the

Create a Guarantee Fund.

Said 
taxes, when received, shall constitute a 
guarantee fund to redeem the notes of 
failed banks and to pay the cost of print- 
ing and current redemption. 4 
“Section 7—That when any Natlonai 
banking associaiion takes out any Na- 
tional bank guaranteed credit notes for 
issue and circulation, it shall deposit with 
the Treasurer of the United States in law- 
ful money an amount equal to 5 per- 
centum thereof.

withdraw any part of its deposit of said

“Section 8.—That the Controller of the 
Currency shall designate certain cities 
conveniently to him in various sections 
of the United States for the current daily 
redemption of said National bank guar- 
anteed credit notes; he shall fix rules and 
regulations for such redemption; and, be- 
fore authorizing and permitting any Na- 
tional banking association to take out for 
issue and circulation any National bank 
guaranteed credit notes, he shall require 
such bank to make arrangements satis- 
factory to him for the current daily re- 
oe of such notes in every redemp- 
on city so designated. 


Holder Has Prior Lien. 


“Sec. 9. That said National bank

HIS LORDSHIP WON’T TALK 


Believed by Many the Admiralty Is 
Displacing Him on Account of His | 
Affair with Sir Percy Scott.

LONDON, Jan. 19.—It is rumored 
that Lord Charles Beresford will retire 
soon from the command of the Channel 
Fleet, and that Admiral Sir Arthur| 
Moore, commander of the China station, 
will succeed him. It is said that Sir 
Arthur has been ordered to come home 
and hold himself in readinésg to take l 
charge of the Channel Fleet. ' 

Lord Charles Beresford refuses either 
to confirm or deny this rumor, but it 
finds a good deal of credence among 
naval men, There are some who be- 
lieve the story, because they know that 
Lord Charles has been in poor hea 
for the last six weeks. 

Most persons, however, who give cre- 
dence to the report regard the Admi- ; 
ral’s retirement as quite a natural out- 
come of the recent misunderstanding 
between Sir Percy Scott and himself. | 

Sir Percy, it will be recalled, hoisted | 
a signal which Lord Charles regarded 
as insubordinate, and also disrespectful 
to the German Emperor, who at that | 
moment was on his way to visit his 
uncle at Windsor Castle, 

Sir Percy’s friends in the navy, and 
particularly at the Admiralty, greatly 
resented the, reprimand which was 
visited upon him by Admiral Beresford. 
It is suggested that finally they have 
secured Lord Charles's retirement, 

The Beresford-Scott row was caused by 
the act of Sir Percy in sending the now 
famous message: ‘“*Paintwork appears 
to be more in demand than gunnery, s6 
you had better come in in time to look 
pretty by Nov. 8"" when Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford on Nov. 4 last sig- 
naled him to prepare the fleet for receiv- 
ing the German Emperor, who was about 
to visit England. Lord Charles immedi- 
ately censured Sir Percy in public, and 
immediately the partisans of each officer | 
took up the cudgels. Even the question 
as to whom was due the praise for having 
brought the Channel Fleet up to its present 
high efficiency in marksmanship was 
brought into the controversy. The friends 
of Sir Percy denounced the censure by 
Lord Charles as unwarranted.

Showing an impairment of $414,601 In 
its admitted assets, as compared with its 
abilities, the report of the examination 
of the Provident Life Assurance Society 
| by the State of Colorado was made pub- 
jlic yesterday. It was sent out over the 
} signature of E. E. Rittenhouse, Insurance 
; Commissioner of that State, and in addi- 
tion to the disclosure of the company’s 
financial condition, it contains some reve- 
lations concerning the management of 
the Provident Savings Life, not only un- 
der the régime of E. R. Thomas and his 
brother, O. F. Thomas, but since the 
Philadelphia syndicate, headed by John J. 
Coyle, undertook to buy the stock control 
from the Thomases and found the shares 
beyond their grasp after they had paid 
$50,000 on account. The report declares 
that there was a general juggling of the 
affairs of,the society and that the chain 
of Thomas banks were the chief deposito- 
ries of the society’s funds, 

From the investigation by the Colorado 
department, conducted by 8. H. Wolf as 
actuary and by Mr. Rittenhouse person- 
ally, it appears that the plan of the Phila- 
delphians was to ‘“reinsure”’’ the out- 
standing insurance of the Provident Sav- 
ings Life, which calls for a reserve of 
$9,388,583, with the Pennsylvania Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, a little concern 
in Philadelphia, which has a capital, or 
‘‘guare@tee fund,” of $1,160, and total 
assets of $8,826.47. CGoyte Is the Presi- 
dent of this company, as well as the 
head of the syndicate which undertook to 
get hold of the Provident Savings Life. 

The report of Mr. Rittenhouse shows 
that but for an increase of $433,130 in the 
book value of its real estate, an impair- 


ment must have been found in the com- 
pany’s assets at the close of 1905. Siml- 
larly, an increase of $200,000 at the close 
of an examination by the New York State 
department on May 16, 1906, saved an- 
other impairment, and the action of Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff, who owned the major- 
ity stock between the old Scott adminis- 
tration and that of the Thomases, in 
placing to the society’s credit $250,000 
profit coming to him on the sale of this

Mr. Rittenhouse finds the Hablilities of 
the Provident Savings to be now $9,851,- 
057.89, and its admitted assets $9,436,-

make good the impairment of capital or 
else to confine the activities of the com- 
pany solely to the renewal business, for 
he says: 


A Good Chance for the Company. 


If this policy is pursued—now. that all im- 

proper asset items have been weeded out, its 
assets and Habilities fairly, liberally, and 
properly valued, the mortality experience im- 
| proving, and the actual condition and needs 
|of the society made known—it is practically 
certain that the impairment may be replaced 
— the society emerge sound and solvent, 
apd resume writing new business in the not 
| distant future. There is, therefore, if this 
| plan is carried out, no occasion for alarm 
| on the pert of the policy holders, and, in the 
|opinion of the Commissioner, no necessity exists 
at the present time for the lapsing of policies 
or withdrawa] of funds.

Statements of Little Value, 


An adverse legal opinion, now in the com- 
| pany’s files, indicates that the Thomas man-

{own or other banks, presumably, upon which 


deposits or circulation could be secured from 
the National Government. It is a significant 
fact that their loss of interest in the society's 
management was coincident with the receipt 
of this opinion. The practice of the Scott man- 
agement, and which is still more or less com- 
mon with some companies, of converting value- 
less notes or other non-admitted assets, into 
assets and reporting them as cash deposited 
in banks, through the extension of what is 
termed ‘‘ banking courtesies," had left the 
socity with two valueless ‘‘ deposits,’’ which 
were eliminated by this examination.

THERE’S HUMOR IN SEALS,

This inquiry was undertaken for the purpose 
of informing the commission of the financial 
condition of the ‘ompanies operating the tran- 
sit lines in thjs city, and also to ascertain the 
physical condition of the properties so con- 
trolled.

It Develc pes Criminal Type. 


Dr. Gulick then says that the general 
consensus of medical opinion is against 
corporal punishment as a means of main- 
taining discipline in the public schools 
and adds that the investigations of Dr. 
John J. Cronin have shown that a consid- | 
erable fraction of the pupils are truants, 
while the ‘so-called incorrigibles have 
physical defects of a more or less serious 
nature.”” Continuing, he says: 

“There is also ample evidence at hand 
to show that, with the removal] of these 
physical defects, many become amenable 
to the ordinary forms of discipline. To 
whip children who have low mentality, 
because they do not successfully respond 
to mental stimuli, is not only absurd, but 
tends toward the development of the 
criminal typer in that it lowers still fur- 
ther the grade of those children so treat- 
ed. It tends to emphasize the lower mo- 
tives, such as fear, rather than thehigher 
motives, such as hope. No treatment of 
the feeble-minded has ever been success- 
ful which has been based upon fear; only 
those have been successful which have 
been based upon hope and love. 

“Children are frequently punished be- 
cause they are inattentive and restless. 
This is predominantly due to fatigue, de- 
fects of vision, inability to hear well with- 
out conscious effort, or because of. ade- 
noids, resulting in improperly aerated 
blood. Under such conditions, ouporet 
punishment is vicious. 

Punishment Kills Selt-Respect. 

** Corporal punishment involves a loss of 
self-respect on the part of the pupil. Self- 
respect is the most valuable asset making 
for good conduct, and must be secured by 
every means within our power. From this 
standpoint, corporal punishment should 
be altogether abolished. 

“There are on record enough cases of 
injury of a permanent character, inflicted 
in children by teachers, to make the giv- 
ing of corporal punishment by teachers | 
recognized as a hazardous matter. 

‘In view of the progressive history of 
corporal punishment; by the State for 
crimes committed by citizens; in the army 
and navy; its lessening or abolishment in 
schools; its steady lessening with the 
progress of civilization in the family, the 
abolishment of corporal punishment in 
| 


schools appears to be one of the goals to- 
ward which we are coming. 

“The Boston public schools now employ 
corporal punishment, Few, if any, other 
large American cities do so. No one Sp 
pears to claim that discipline is materially 
better in the Boston schools than it is 
elsewhere. 

‘*In some school systems that have 
changed from having to not having corpo- 
ra] punishment, the year following the 
change has been marked by insolence and 
pupil outbreaks. These are almost inevit- 
able. The new form has not yet had time 
to develop its own power.

The same thing is ap- 
plicable to the older and newer Testa- 
ments.”’

PARKER FIRE NOT INCENDIARY. 


Police Ridicule the Theory That Ar- 
menians Set It in Revenge. 


Mihran Karagheusian, the New York 
member of the firm of A. & M. Karag- 
heusian, rug importers, which occupied 
the fourth floor of the burned Parker 
Building, at his home in West End Ave- 
nue, yesterday ‘scoffed at a theory pro- 
mulgated vesterday that the fire that 
wrecked the twelve-story building, killing 
three firemen, had been set by the Arme- 
nian Hunchakist Society with the object 
of becoming revenged upon him. 

“TI have received no letters and been 
disturbed in no way by the Hunchakists 
for two months,” he said, ‘“‘and at no 
time did they ever threaten to set fire 
to the building. Parsegh Nevrovzyan, | 
whom I had arrested two months ago for 
threatening me, had said that he would 
reveal to the Turkish Government a rev- 
olutionary ylot which he alleged my 
brother, Ars nag, in Constantinople, was 
interested. in. fe said that if I did not 
give him what he asked he would injure 
us to the extent of $200,000, but did not 
threaten to set fire to the building. Since 
his arrest I have not been bothered at all, 
and I have no faith in the rumor that 
the Hunchakists are responsible for the 
fire.”’ 

The police also laughed at the idea. 
They pointed out that if the fire had 
been the work of incendiaries they would 
not have started it so early in the day. 
Furthermore, the fire started on the sixth 
floor, in the rooms of the Detmer Woolen 
Company, two floors above the Kara- 
gheusian concern. It would seem, the 
police say, that if incendiaries had wanted 
to injure the Armenian firm they would 
have started the fire if not In the base- 
ment at least on a floor below the fourth. 

Detective Petrosino, Chief of the Italian 
Department of the Detective Bureau, said 
yesterday that he knew nothing of an 
investigation having been started along 
the lines of the rumor, and at Headquar- 
ters it was also said that nothing was 
known of the matter. 


PRESIDENT PRAISES HEROES. 


Writes That Men. Who Died to Save 
Others Deservl Well of the Nation. 


Services in memory of Frank McBrien, 
Josepn Piercey, and Francis Stecher, 
who gave their lives to save others, were 
held yesterday afternoon by residents of 
Richmond Hill, Queens Borough, in Tem- 
ple Forum Hall, Johnson Avenue. Eight 
hundred persons were present, including 
relatives of the dead men. 

President Roosevelt, in a letter which 
was read by Henry I. Huber, Chairman 
of the meeting, said that the dead men 
were heroes. 

“They have deserved well of the Na- 
tion, having given their lives for their 
country and fellow-man as truly, as 
though they had lost them in battle,’’ he 
said. 

frank McBrien, who was 63 years old, 
lost his life in saving Mrs. Mary Shield 
of Norman Street, Ridgewood, on Jan. 9, 
from death at the Lefferts Avenue cross- 
ing of the Long Island Railroad in Rich- 
mond Hill. Mrs. Shield ran under the 
gates as they were being lowered. An 
express train bound for Long Island ¢ ity | 
was rushing down upon her, 

McBrien saw her danger and threw her 
down on the ground close to a fence that 
separates the tracks. The train missed | 
the woman, but killed McBrien. 

The other two whose memory was 
honored were young men. They lost their f 
lives in trying to save a companion who | 
fell through the ice while skating. 


SAVED BY McAULEY MISSION. 


Ex-Thieves and Drunkards Give Testi- 
mony at Anniversary Celebration. 


The McAuley Cremorne Mission, at 104 
West Thirty-second Street, celebrated the 
twenty-sixth anniversary of its organiza- 
tion by Jerry McAuley last night. Many 
former drunkards and thieves testified to 
being saved by the mission. Charles M. 
Jesup, a Broad Street broker, presided. 

Mornay Williams, a lawyer and Presi- 
dent of the New York Juvenile Asylum, 
spoke briefly. The Rev. Charles E. Ballou, 
the Superintendent of the mission, in the 
course of his remarks said: 

“Tl had the D. T.’s when I was but 19 
years old. I'm younger now than my 
wife—she is my mother. I’m only 20 
years old—twenty-nine years in God's 
work. My wife made a man of me from 
a miserable drunkard. In true Methodist 
fashion, she kept me on probation for a 
year and a half before she married me.”

This announce- 
ment shocked the civilized world. Ameri- | 
can parents have done more and worse | 
than did these starving peasants. Ameri- 
can girls have sold their womanhood, 


their country, their language, and their} 
religion for husbands who are peculiarly 
contemptible cads and altogether worth- 
less, although having ancient titles. 

“That it is a matter of sale and pur- 
chase cannot be doubted.

OF GIRLS TO COOK 


Badly Prepared Food Drives Many 
Men to Drink, Says Jus- 
tice Greenbaum. 


WORK OF HEBREW SCHOOLS 


Its Technical and Physical Courses 
Declared Models — Annual 
Meeting Held. 


A disappointment was in store for the 
large number of persons who attended 
the annual meeting of the Hebrew Tech- 
nical Schoo] for Girls yesterday morning 
in the auditorium of the school building at 
Second Avenue and Fifteenth Street. 
Samuel L. Clemens (‘‘ Mark Twain’’) was 
on the programme for a speech, but sent 
a letter to the Chairman, Nathaniel My- 
ers, announcing that he was suffering 
from a bad cold and regretted that he 
could not be present. 

Some interesting statistics concerning 
the progress of the school were given by 
Mr. Myers. On Jan. 1 there were 354 
students, of which number 25 were not 
Jews. Elighty-one per cent. of the pupils 
were born in the United States, 11 per 
cent. in Russia, and the remaining 8 per 
cent. in other European countries. Last 
year 191 pupils were graduated. Records 
have been kept of those who have been 
educated at the school, with the result 
that it is shown that 820 girls are earning 
$484,692 a year, or a trifle under $50 a 
month each, in various occupations, Be- 
sides this number eighty-eight are mar- 
ried, “‘ well and happily,”’ as the Presi- 
dent put it. The average cost of running 
the school isa trifle under $100a year for 
each student for the full twelve months. 
An appeal was made for more members, 
as in 1907 the voluntary subscriptions, by | 
which the school is maintained, reached | 
only $30,808, being some thousands of 


dollars less than the actual expense of 
running the school. 

“This school is a model for the publig 
Schools,” sald Justice Greenbaum, “n 
only in the technical training it gives, b’ 
in the physical ideals which it holds i} 
view. The physical side has long 
neglected in schools. This is an 
to the educational world.” 

Justico Greenbaum said it was v 
nice to hear about the large sums 
former students of the school were ear 
ing, ‘‘ but,” he added, “the place for 
woman is home, It is to be deplored Po 
she should have to be a wag 
but. the training she receives at 
school well fits her for the duties of & 
wife, which include sewing and cooking, 
Bad cooking is responsible for a lot of 
things, and in passing through country 
districts the fact is impressed on one 
that the average woman knows nothing 
about cooking. As a consequence chil- 
dren are brought up badly, and many a 
man spends his nights in the gin mill 
just because his body is badly nour- 
ished by ill-cooked food. If only on this 
ground alone the school justifies its ex- 
istence.” 

Mr, Myers thanked Justice Greenbaum 
for his address, and also for the grateful 
news that it was woman’s fault that 
men drank. He said he had always sus- 
pected -as much, and now he had the 
Justice’s word for it he wished to thank 
him on behalg of all men, it helping to 
put the blame where it belonged,

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POWERS ANSWERS 
PULLIAM CHARGES 


Denies National Association Has 
Overstepped Its Rights in Pun- 
ishing Contract Jumpers. 


NO DISCRIMINATION MEANT 


; Controversy Due to Difference of 
Opinion as to Construction of Reso- 
lution—Herrmann Not in’ Accord. 


President P. T. Powers of the National 
Association declines to view the contro- 
versy regarding the construction and pur- 
pose of a resolution adopted by the Na- 
tional Association last October in 
light of a personal matter. He is em- 
phatic in his statement that there is no 
baseball blacklist. The statement sup- 


Farrell, who also declares that no combi- 
nation exists against reinstated players. 
According to President Powers and Sec- 
retary Farrell, ball players and the press 
have been laboring under a wrong impres- 
sion for two months, and further assert 
that the National Commission has not 
acted fairly with the National Associa- 
tion. 

The much mooted resolution {s misun- 
derstood, according to the official head of 
the National Association. He does not 
consider the National Association has 
overstepped the rights it is supposed to 
possess under the terms of the National 
agreement. He asserts that the commis- 
sion has no right to interfere with or 
prevent his organization from punishing 
minor league players. 

President Powers yesterday issued a 
statement in reply to President Harry 
Pulliam’s charges of “‘ unfairness and un- 
Americanism,"’ and in support of his as- 
sertion that the National Association was 
guilty of discriminating against certain 
players points to the fact that Chairman 
Herrmann of the National Commission 
sent a telegram in which he said he was 
not in accord with Pulliam's views, if the 
latter was correctly quoted. He also 
gives out Secretary Farrell's letter in re- 
ply to President Pulliam's charges, which 
somewhat clarifies the atmosphere, and 
places the resolution in a rather differ- 
ent light. 

Among baseball men yesterday it was 
suggested that the easiest and best way 
out of the controversy would be to rescind 
the resolution concerning contract jump- 
ers, more especially if its object was not 
to boycott certain players. President 
Powers’s statement follows: 


Regarding the controversy which has arisen 
between Mr. Pulliam and myself I regret that 
he seems to view it as a personal matter be- 
tween us. I refuse to regard it in that light. 
It is a difference of opinion as to the con- 
struction and purpose of a resolution adopted 
by the National Association at its meeting in 
New York last October. 

Mr. Pulliam as the representative of the Na- 
tional Commission has the right to his own 
Views regarding the matter, but evidently his 
associates on the National Commission are not 
in accord with-him, as is evidenced by the fol- 
lowing telegram received by me from Mr. 
August Herrmann, who, with B. B. Johnson, 
constitutes the National Commission: 

P. T. Powers, President National Association, 
Madison Square Garden, New York. 

‘I am not In accord with Pulliam’s views, 
if correctly expressed in Eastern papers. 

*‘ AUGUST HERRMANN, 
‘Chairman National Commission.”’ 

What I concede to Mr. Pulliam I also claim 
for myself as President of the Natfonal Asso- 
ciation, and my construction of the resolution 
is entirely in accord with Mr. O'Rourke, the 
author of it. In support of this I submit a 
copy of a letter on the subject addressed by 
Mr. O'Rourke to Mr. Pulliam, which I re- 
ceived from Mr. O’ Rourke: 

‘*Mr. Harry Pulliam, New York City. 

** Dear Sir: It is unnecessary for me to as- 
sure you that it is with pleasure I acknowl- 
| edge the receipt of your communication of Jan. 
| 14, with clipping inclosed, relative to resolu- 
tion introduced by me at our annual meeting,

of the prominence that has been given it 
either by you or the press. 

‘I did not anticipate the development of 
; such zeal, energy, or indignation from you or 
| any one else as has followed in the wake of 
| said resolution. 
|, ‘* You call sald resolution ‘ un-American, un- 
just, and ultra-Russian.’ Now as to your 
reasons for this: Is it because you believe 
the said resolution is predicated on an actual 
blacklist as a living fact, and of this I had 
| personal knowledge before said resolution was 
proposed and adopted? 

** I believe this to be a reasonable assumption 
because it is self-evident that you have laid 
great stress upon inclosed clipping to support 
and sustain your position. To say am 
astounded at the statement but feebly expresses 
my feelings, and language utterly fails me to 
express my true feelings for a statement for 
which in absolute truth there was not the 
remotest existing circumstances to either 
justify or excuse 

**I positively swear I did not have @ baseball 
conversation with a New York newspaper man, 
and solemnly swear I never furnished any one 
with a list of the blacklisted players, as stated 
by the following reasons: First, because I 
never had such a list; second, because I never 
saw such a list, and third, because no such 
list was ever prepared by any person associated 
with our association to my knowledge. 

“Now as to the said resolution. It was 
dignified and respectful in language, and not 
| intended by the author to offend any member 
of the National Commission, nor do Injustice 
to a single player, whose rights I will go as 
far as any man in championing and upholding. 
Mr. Herrmann wrote me regarding said reso- 
lution prior to your Cincinnati meeting. My 
reply is in his possession. I assumed same 
was read by you as well as by your associates 
on the board, and concluded my explanation 
was eminently satisfactory until your letter 
came this A. M. Presumably you never read 
either letter to Mr. Herrmann. If you did I 
fail to comprehend how you possibly could 
place upon said resolution the interpretation 
indicated by your communication, unless tn- 
| fluenced by what you read in newspapers. By 
the wildest stretch-of the imagination I did 
not think it possible that said solution, was 
| Susceptible to such an Interpretd¥lon as to dis- 
; criminate, establish, and build up, and include 
within its operation a special blacklist of the 
players reinstated by the National Commission. 
Such is not the scope or purport of said reso- 
lution, nor was it contemplated by me when 
said resolution was offered. So when Mr. Far- 
|rell answered you—as appears in your letter 


to him—he was right in saying that the Na- | 


tional Association d not taken any steps to 
place certain ball players reinstated by the 
National Commission on the blacklist of the 
National Association, regardless of their rein- 
statement by the National Commission. 

‘“*I believe in the principles of fair play, 
‘square deal,’ the grand principles of equity 
and justice, and their application as far as in 
the nature of things it is possible to extend or 
apply them. 

“I fully belleve as you do In the rules and 
regulations of organized baseball as determined 
by honest men and just men, because upon it 
depends the integrity and perpetuity of the 
game. I believe no player should be condemned 
without the opportunity to be heard if he so 
wills; and; furthermore, no player should be 
adjudged guilty of the capital offense of in- 
eligibility unless adjudged upon the evidence, 
and the evidence conclusive in each and every 
individual case. This is only just and fair, and 
I am confident that such men as you, having 
the courage of your convictions and the best 
interest of the game at heart. will see that no 
player suffers from the application of this 
principle. In conclusion, permit me to say 
that said resolution {s in rmony with this 
sentiment, and that said resolution is neither 
the father of a * blacklist, un-American, un- 
just, and ultra-Russian,’ but, in substance, a 
reiteration of agreement adopted by the Na- 
tional Commission and National Association at 
the time of admission of Tri-State League. 

** Yours truly, J. H. O'ROURKE.”

A. A. A."S UNUSUAL ATTITUDE 


| Restriction Upon National Affiliations 
| of Contestants Open to Gen- © 
eral Criticism. 


America for the Americans! That seems 
to be the slogan adopted by the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association in offering 
its aid to the Savannah Automobile Club 
toward promoting the stock car races to 
be held in that city on March 18 and 19. 
However patriotic on occasion this motto 
may be, broad-minded motorists have 
come to believe that the automobile in- 
dustry is something worldwide in char- 


acter and that to bring out the best, 
whether in competitions, shows, or other 
features of motor interest, it is hardly 
wise to impose National restrictions. Au- 
toists, therefore, will undoubtedly be sur- 
prised to learn that one of the rules for 
the Savannah stock car race is: 


“All cars entered in this contest shall | 


be manned by drivers and mechanicians 

who are citizens of the United States.” 
If the race were announced as one lim- 

ited to American-built cars, and  there-

} this country should be permitted to dis- 
play their skill in the management of 


; these machines, however peculiar some | 


{might think sucn a _ statement, there 
| would be a readiness to allow the pro-

| could do. But here is a stock car race, 
making an appeal to all makers of motor 
vehicles, organized ostensibly for the ob- 


ject of showing users of motor cars just | 


what the vehicle that the manufacturer 
has to sell to-day can do under ordinary 
touring conditiong in an endurance run of 
{360 miles over an eighteen-mile course, 
ithat places restrictions based upon citi- 
zenship upon the drivers. The Savannah 
stock car race has had trouble enough in 
becoming an apparent impossibility, and 
yet the Technical Committee of the A. A. 
A. has been unwise enough to saddle it 
with an incubus as unfortunate as it is 
deserving of criticism. 

The prime object of a stock car race Is 
to demonstrate the ability of the machine 
; that is in popular use to-day. It is a 
public demonstration on a large and some- 
what spectacular scale, to show just what 
the cars made for use at this time can 
do in the way of speed, endurance, hill 
climbing, and everything else contribut- 
ing to make a successful machine for 
touring purposes. The car is the thing, 
not the men in charge, although, of 
course, skillful driving and wise judgment 
will receive their due amount of praise in 


a stock car event as in a big speed con- 


test. 

What the Technical Committee of the 
American Automobile Association evidently 
thought it was doing was the creating of a 
grand opportunity to train American driv- 
ers and let the world see what the home- 
; made chauffeur could do. America’s weak- 
|ness in racing chauffeurs has frequently 

been commented upon, and efforts have 
been suggested from time to time looking 
toward the training of an able body 
ae drivers. But such limitations can 

hardly be impoged in an open race whose 
| limitations ar chiefly of a_ technical 
|}character. In big meets, special 
for American drivers might be arranged 
| very readily. Whether the A. A. A. will 
‘be able to stand by this citizenship rule 
lin @ technical contest, by all odds the 
; most novel rule that any of its commit- 
j}tees has promulgated for a long time, 
will be watched with interest by 
| motorists.

| STREETS A MENACE TO AUTOS. 


Dangerous to Travel in Many Parts of 
the City, Says A. R. Shattuck. 


Automobilists are again beginning 
|complain “about the condition of New 
| York’s streets, the holes in which are 
becoming a source of danger to all who 
;drive po ver vehicles. Albert R. Shat- 
tuck of the Good Roads 
the Automobile Club of America in com- 
menting yesterday on the condition" of 
the most important streets said: 

“The main asphalted streets leading 
to the ferries are in atrocious condition, 
and so far as I can see the streets 
are dirtier than they have been in 
time past. It seems to be only a que 
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tion of time when the asphalt will be 
so full of holes as to be a positive menace 
to horse and power vehicles. 

The city authorities, I think, might 
give more attention to the ee, 
| where buildings are under construction, 
| There is an instance of this at Four- 
; teenth Street and Fifth Avenue. So 
far as I can see there is no reason why 
vaults and curbing should not be put in 
and the asphalt restored while the first 
story is being erected, instead of wait- 
ing until the entire structure is com- 
pleted. 

‘There also seems to be lack of any 
system about ripping up the streets. 
Only a short time ago for fourteen months 
the section around lower Fifth Avenue 
was all torn up to install the salt water 
high-pressure service. Finally the pave- 
ment was repiaced, and just six months 
| later ihe Edison Blectric Company be- 
| gar to make extensive excavations in 
this section to lay electric wires. It does 
seem as though these two operations could 
have been done at once and the double 
expense and annoyance of replacing 
pavements twice avoided. 

“ The condition of Seventh Avenue op- 
posite the excavation for the new Penn- 
sylvania depot is a disgrace to the city. 
Surely the railroad ought to construct its 
retaining walls and curbing at once and 
restore the street to a decent condition. 
This matter of uniformity in street open- 
ings has been presented to the Charter 
Revision Committees by a number of 
automobilists, and I am hopeful that 
the new measure will do away with tha 
chaotic condition of streets.”

In 
reality’ that will prove the test of any 
legislation that may be proposed. 


THAT ANARCHIST PLOT. 


It seems that we owe a lasting debt of 
gratitude to the police of Brazil. They 
have frustrated an Anarchist plot to 
destroy our fleet in the very harbor of 
Rio de Janeiro. We learn also that the 
Brazilian police were warned before- 
hand of the Anarchists’ intentions from 
Washington and Paris—Washington, 
ever alert these days in the discovery of 
“ conspiracies,” and Paris, the birth- 
place of opéra bouffe. 

It would be unmannerly to treat this 
revelation with levity,-but somehow we 
do not feel that our warships are going 
to, be destroyed by Anarchists. You 
cannot destroy armor plate by oratory. 
Moreover, if the Anarchists wanted to 
do any real work, which is unlikely, 
their best field would be in the neigh- 
borhood of New York. 

We do not doubt that the Brazilian 
police are in earnest, and are working 
on what seems to them a “straight 
tip.” But the name of JEAN FrepuHer of 
Petropolis, the chief conspirator, whom 
they have tracked to Sao Paulo, does 
not yet inspire us with terror.

That is a grave accusation, but its truth 
depends upon a good many things, and 
first of all upon whether Dr.gWatsH is 
right in holding Dr. SALEEBY an ignorant 
and conscienceless manufacturer and ex- 
ploiter of medical sensations. With all 
due respect for Dr, Watsn’s opinions 
and authority, we do not feel compelled 
to accept his decision in this case, any 
more than we did when he excluded from 
his book on “The Makers of Modern 
Medicine” both Morton and LisT=R, to 
mention only two who, we think, should 
nave had a place there, 

We are quite willing to admit that the 
weight of medical authority is now against 
granting the claims made by Dr, SALEEBY 
in behalf of the panereatic extracts, and 
nothing was or is further from our in- 
tention than to assert that trypsin is a 
“cuge”’ for cancer. It did and does 
seem to us, however, that Dr. SALEEBY 
has a right to be heard, and by the public 
as well as by the doctors. -

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TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


‘Cogent Reasoning in Supt. Maxwell's 
Report Heretofore Overlooked. i 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

One section of Supt. 
just submitted to the Board of Education} 
| seems to have escaped the attention of the 
| press. I refer to the following paragraphs 
| {n which Dr. Maxwell discusses the teach- 
;ers’ salary question. Although other por-

salary equalization appears to have been 
overlooked: 

“If the conclusion that the employment 
of men in the schools is necessary be 
valid it follows that the educational au- 
thorities must pay salaries to men suffi- 
client to obtain the requisite supply of men 
teachers of ability and culture. If, how- 
ever, it is not necessary to pay the same 
salaries in order to obtain a sufficient 
supply of women teachers of refinement 
and culture, it is difficult to see what 
reason can be advanced for increasing 
the educational expenses to the extent in- 
volved in equalizing the salaries of wo- 
men teachers with those at present paid 

\to men.

| under the influence of the intellectual 
and moral qualities that particularly 
characterize women; (b) that the pupils

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PHILIPPINE RAILROADS GROW. 


Present Plans Will Give About 1,000 
Miles to the Islands. 5 
WASHINGTON, Jan. .19.—The report of 


of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, was 
made public to-day. 

He recommends that the cost of quar- 
antine service and coast and geodetic 
survey in the Philippines should be paid 
from United States revenues, and not 
from island revenues, 

He says: 

“When the United States entered the 
Philippine Islands in May, 1898, there were 
under operation therein only 120 miles of 
railroad, extending from Manila worth- 
ward to Dagupan. There was later con- 

cted enough additional trackage to 
bring the total mileage up to about 200 
miles, all being in the isiand of Luzon. 
Under the enabling acts 428 addittonal 
miles of railroad in Luzon and 295 miles 
in the Islands of Panay, Cebu, and Ne- 
gros were built. 

“All of the lines will run through rich 
country, capable of producing large quan- 
tities of hemp, rice, sugar, tobacco, cab- 
inet woods, and minerals. 

“The postal savings bank meets a 
much-needed requirement in the islands, 
and is one of the most important pieces 
of legislation enacted by the commission. 

As compared with last year the re- 
turns for 1907 show a larger veive under 
total imports by approximately $3,000,000, 
and the dependence of the islands on for- 
eign rice continues to decline. Cotton 
cloth was the leading import, more than 
$5,500,000 worth having been purchased, 
which, with the exception of the year 
1901, wag the heaviest showing in this 
line since American occupation. 

‘Imports from the JInited States 


amounted to over ofp, OP .000, an increase 
of more than $750,000. 

“The value of exports was in excess of 
any previous year of American cooure- 
tion, amounting to $33,713,357, or $1,796,- 
223 above the figures for 1906. The 
largest increases are to be noted in hemp 
‘and tobacco, while copra shipments yield- 
ed practically the same figure and the 


sugar trade suffered a heavy reduction in 
value. 


The total revenues of the Government 
for the year were $17,482,083, and the 
total expenditures were $14,546,083.

Collector Fowler admitted yesterday 
that Mr. Hamilton had resigned. He said: 

“We had no differences or disputes of 
any kind, and Mr. Hamilton leaves on 
the most friendly terms. He succeeded 
Mr. Phelps, who was appointed at the be- 
ginning of Col. Stranahan’s administra- 
ition. He has conducted his business for 
| the Collector very ably. It is customary 
| for the Collector of the Port of New York 
tto select his own legal adviser. He is 
under very heavy bonds to the Federal 
| Government, and it is only natural that 
he should wish to have a lawyer of his 
own choosing. Mr. Hamilton was aware 
of my opinion in the matter, and he ac- 
cordingly resigned. I have known Mr. 
Osborne for some years.and believe that 
he is a very able man. 

“For some years he was partner in the 
law firm of Vissell & Cleveland in Buf- 
falo, and has had considerable experience 
in commercial law.” 

* When will the new counsel take up his 
duties?’’ Col. Fowler was asked. 

“I think Mr. Hamilton will stay in of- 
fice as counsel to the Collector until Feb. 
| 25, which will give Mr. Osborne time to 
arrange his business 1n Buffalo so that 
he can come to live in this city,’’ Col. 
| Fowler replied.

| ilton intended to do after he gave up hig 
present place, the Collector said that the 
tariff would undergo considerable altera- 
tion within a year and he would be in- 
valuable to the merchants in drawing up 
the reforms, as he had such a thorough 
knowledge of the tariffs of foreign coun- 
tries.

BANQUET FOR COAL DIGGERS. 


Mine Owner Gives a Dinner to Em- 
ployes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Jan. 19.—In the banquet 
hall of the Union Club, the foremost so- 
celal organization of Pittsburg, founded by 
H. C. Frick, John H. Jones, President of 
the Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal Company, gave 
a remarkable dinner last night. It was 
to the men employed in his mines—men 
who earn their living digging coal down 
in the earth. There were 150 guests pres- 
ent, of whom 100 were coal diggers. The 
others were pit bosses, fire bosses, fore- 
men, and superintendents. In addition, 
all of the officers of the company, a §10,- 
000,000 concern, attended. The miners 
smoked their pipes as they entered, and 
preferred them to the costly cigars that 
went with the dinner. They made speeches, 
and good ones, too. 

The dinner was given by Mr. Jones that 
ha-might have a heart-to-heart talk with 
his men. Some time ago a law was passed 
by the Pennsylvania State Legislature to 
the effect that smokeless powder must be 
used in the mines after Feb. 1. Because 
smokeless powder makes no flash, it Is 
less dangerous, and, it is believed, will 
reduce the number of mine disasters, The 
miner has to furnish his own powder, and 
smokeless powder costs a few cents more 
a pound than common biack powder.

STOCK JOBBING LAWS. 


BIIl to Prohibit Short Scales Recalls 
Early Anti-Trading Measures 


During the past week a bill was intro- 
duced in the Legislature of this State 
which in effect prohibits the short selling 
of stocks. The bill is intended to repeal 
the Act of 1858 which in its turn repealed 
the law passed in the year 1812 forbidding 
short sales of stocks. No special ctten- 
tion has been paid to this particular bill, 
inasmuch as it kas been merely intro- 
duced and nothing definite done toward 
bringing i+ forward and pressing its enact- 
ment before the Legislature. It serves, 
however, to recal! some of the incidents 
connected with what is called stock-job- 
bing legislation in this State. | 

Among the revised laws passed in 1812 
is the one which the passage of the bill 
introduced last week at Albany would 
bring into force again. Here is the text 
of the law of 1812: 

“That all contracts, written or verbal, 
hereafter to be made, for the sale or 
transfer, and all wagers concerning the 
prices, present or future, of any certifi- | 
cate or evidence of debt due by or from 
the United States or any separate State, 
or any share or shares of stock of any 
bank, or any share or shares of the vs 


of any company established, or to be es- 
tablished, by any law of the United 
States, or any individual State, shall be, 
and all such centracts are hereby de- 
clared to be absolutely void; and both 
parties are hereby discharged from the 
lien and obligation of such contract or 
wager; unless the party contracting to} 
sell and transfer the same shall at the| 
time of making such contract be in the 
actual possession of the certificate or 
other evidence of such debt or debts, 
share or shares, or to be otherwise entl- 
tled in his own right or duly authorized 
or empowered by some person so entitled 
to transfer said certificate, evidence, 
debt, or debts, share or shares, so to be 
contracted for. And the party or parties 
who may have pald any premium, differ- 
ences, or sums of money in pursuance of 
any contract, hereby declared to be vold, 
shall and may recover all such sums of 
money, together with damages and costs, 
by action on the case, in assumpsit for| 
money had and received to the use of the 
plaintiff to be brought in any court of 
record,” 

This particular law was re-enacted in 
the revised statutes of 1830, and its evi- 
dent purpose was to prevent the short 
sale of stocks. It is curious to note that 
this law was openly violated during the 
entire time that it remained in force, and 
more particularly from the time of the 
former organization of the Stock Ex- 
change until it was repealed in 1858. The 
law of 1858 not only repealed the act 
of 1812, but actually validated specifically 
such short sales of stock. The act of 1858 
reads as follows: 

‘**No contract, written or verbal, here- 
after made for the purchase, sale, trans- 
fer, or delivery of any certificate, or 
other evidence of debt due by or from 
the United States, or any separate State, 
or of any share or interest In the stock 
of any bank, or of any company incor- 
porated under the laws of the United 
States, or of any individual State, shall 
be void, or voidable, for want of con- 


sideration, or because of the non-pay- 
ment of any consideration, or because the 
vendor, at the time of making such con- 
tracts, is not the owner or possessor of 
the certificate, or certificates, or other 
evidence of such debt. share or interest,’’ 
One of the causes that led up to the 
original enactment in 1812 was the ex- 
tremely heavy speculation in Continental 
money, or, as they were called, ‘“* shin- 
plasters.” Some of the old English laws 
against short selling were still in force 
in the State of New York in 1812, they 
having been adopted when political asso- 
ciation with England was dissolved. 





ENGLISH COMMODITY PRICES. 


Economist Index Number for Decem- 
ber Lowest Since April Last— 
Two Years’ Advance. 


There has been a steady decline in com- 
modity prices in England since May of 
last year, if the index number of The 
Economist be accepted as accurate or 
comparatively accurate, The total index 
number in May, 1907, as recorded by 
that journal, was 2,601; June, 2,594; July, 
2,571; August, 2,519; September, 2,457; Oc- 
tober, 2,414; November, 2,360, and Decem- 
ber, 2,310. During the earlier part of 
the year there had been an upward | 
movement, the total index number for} 
January being 2,494; February, 2,521, 
March, 2,516, and April, 2,549. The total 
index figure at the end of December, 
2,310, was the lowest since March, 1906, 
when the total index number was 2,306.

IRON AND STEEL EXPORTS. 


New High Record Established Last 
Year—Increase of 200 Per Cent. in 
Value of Exports in Five Years. 


Iron and steel manufactures exported 
from the United States made their high- | 
est record in the calendar year 1907, the | 
total being approximately $200,000,000, | 
against $63,000,000 in 1897 and $16,250,000 | 
in 1887. The value of iron and steel man- | 
ufactures exported has increased more | 
than 200 per cent. during the last decade, 
while that of other merchandise exported | 
has increased less tran 100 per cent. | 
While the exact figures for 1907 have not | 
yet been received, the figures for eleven 
months justify the statement that the | 
total value of fron and steel exports will} 
approximate, if not exceed, $200,000,000. 
In 1897 iron and steel manufactures ex- 
ported formed but 5.8 per cent. of the} 
total exports of domestic merchandise, | 
and in 1907 10.8 per cent.

4) FORCED 10 JUMP | 
FROM BLAZING HOUSE 


Two Girls Pushed from Window 
by Maid Were Caught 
by a Policeman. 


MAN RETURNED FOR MONEY 


Firemen Helped Him Get $2,000 Hid 
in a Mattress—Several Hurt and 
Rescued in Bronx Fire. 


In a fire which destroyed two three- 
story frame houses at 3,212 and 38,214 
West Farms Avenue, the Bronx, early 
yesterday morning, a dozen persons 
jumped from the windows in their night 
clothes. They were all more or less in- 
jured, and Jacob Kern was taken to 
Fordham Hospital with a broken ankle 
and a badly injured back. 

An aged woman, who occupied rooms on 
the third floor, was rescued by the fire- 
men just as she was about to jump, and 
two little girls, who were told to jump 
from the second-story window, were 
pushed off the window sill by their maid 
when they hung back. They were caught 
by a policeman, 

The fire was discovered just before day- 
ught by Agnes, the fifteen-year-old 
daughter of Mr. Kern, who lived on the 
fourth floor, She was awakened by 
smoke, and, running into the kitchen, she 
found the woodwork around the dumb- 
waiter shaft ablaze. She hastened into 
the hall, and was met by a rush of smoke 
and flames up the stairs, She aroused her 
father and mother and sisters and the 
other occupants of the floor. Then she 
and her father jumped out of a window. 
She escaped with a sprained ankle. Mrs, 
Kern, her other three daughters, and 
Agnes Rhoades, 80 years old, waited for 
the arrival of the firemen and wer car- 
ried down the ladders, 

Charles Austin, 75 years old, who lived 
on the same floor, tried to get out by 
climbing. down on the window copings, but 
sipped and fell. He landed on a wide 
ledge at the second floor, breaking two 
fingers of his right hand. There he re- 
mained until the firemen ran up a ee: 
Then he remembered he had left $2,000 
under the mattress of his bed and begged 
the firemen to let him go back and get it. 
A fireman went with him and they suc- 
ceeded in groaping through ihe smoke to 
the old man’s room. They found the 
money. 

The occupants of the second floor faired 
about the same, Robert Cronemeyer, who 
had a grocery store on the ground floor 
of the building, lived above with his wife, 
Wilhimena, and two daughters, Martha, 
13, and Ethel, 11. The mother and father 
jumped out of the windows. 

The two girls hung back after they 
had climbed into the window and the 
housemaid, Emma Neidinger, pushed 
them off the sill. Policeman Todd of the 
Westchester station had run up in the 
meantime and succeeded in catching 
them. None of the family was seriously 
Injured. The maid climbed across to the 
adjoining building and got out with a 
few scratches. 

Martha Cronemeyer had insisted on 
taking her pet canary in her arms, and 
it was killed in the fall. None of the 
occ upants of the house saved any of their 
belongings. They were cared for and 
clothed by neighbors. 

The other half of the house at 38,214 
Was unoccupied, having been recently 
emptied for renovation. The loss to both 
houses was $4,000, 

It is believed that the fire started in 
the cellar and worked up the air shaft 
and stairs, but the cause is unknown. 


BLAZE STIRS UP THE BOWERY. 
Fire with Side Features That 


Keep the Police Busy. 


There was a gay time on thé Bowery 
early yesterday morning over a small fire 
in the basement of a lodging house at 
280. <A belated Saturday night reveler 
became so enthusiastic that he threw a 
big milk can through a saloon window, 


and a Third Avenue trolley car conductor, 
who deserted his post to watch the fun 
stumbled over a line of hose and covered 
the pavement for several feet around with 
nickels, much to the profit of Bowery 
stragglers. 

Gilbert Holmes Rose, one of the patrons 
of the Eureka lodging house, smelled 
smoke at 3 o'clock and hastily summoned 
Charles Meyeis, the night clerk. He 
tried to find the fire, but succeeded only 
in arousing the sleeping men. By this 
time the smoke was getting thick and

FEDERATION y HEARS, HAYWOOD. 


Miners’ Secretary Is Wil is Willing to Be Put | 


Up by Socialists for President. 


William D. Haywood, Secretary of the 
Western Federation of Miners, spoke yes- 
terday at the- meeting of the Central 
Federated Union. There was a large at- 
tendance of Socialist delegates, and Hay- 
wood was received with applause. 

He thanked the federation for its sup- 
port given to Moyer, Pettibone, and him- 
self during the trials on the charge of 
the compuicity in the murder of ex-Gov. 
Steunenberg of Idaho. 

‘It was only organized labor,” he said, 
‘that prevented me and my colleagues 
who are now free from being railroaded 
to the gallows. The employers were de- 
termined to disrupt the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners. and are still trying to 
do so. There is another poor devil, Steve 
Adams, who is still in their power, so that 
the fight is still on, They are trying to 
extort another confession from Adams, 
having scared him into making state- 
ments when he probably did not know 
what he was saying, and perhaps they 
may get yours truly before the bar again, 
but they cannot convict an innocent 
man.”’ 

The federation passed a vote of thanks 
for his talk. 

Before he left the hall Haywood was 
asked if he was a candidate for the So- 
cialist nomination for President. 

“If the Socialist Party tenders me the 
Presidential nomination I will accept it,’’ 
he said. “I would accept it both in the 
cause of Socialism and in the cause of 
the advancement of the working class to 
which I belong.’ 

Haywood addressed an audience of la- 
bor union men and Socialists in the 
Brooklyn Labor Lyceum later in the day. 
He asserted that the politicians and 
statesmen were hiding from the people 
the truth as to political and other con- 
ditions in this country. The clergy also 
feared to tell the facts lest they “lose 
their jobs,"’ he said. He attacked the 
New York Legislature and Congress, and 
declared Senator Guggenheim of Colorado 
to be labor’s worst enemy. He said that 
in Goldfield the miners asked for their 
pay in gold and scrip was offered them. 
Vhen they refused this the troops were 
sent. In every case, he asserted, the 
troops have been used in efforts to wipe 
out the Western Federation of Miners. 
President Roosevelt was a “prince of 
peace with a firebrand in one hand.” 

The meeting adopted resolutions against 
the use of troops at Goldfield. 


AFTER STRIKEBREAKERS. 


Unions Aid Controller Glynn in Asking 
for Higher License. 


The Central Federated Union directed | 
yesterday a secret committee to investi- 
gate the strikebreaking agencies which 


employ detectives and to co-operate with | 


State Controller Glynn in having a new 
detective license bill introduced in the 
Legislature. This action was taken on 
the hearing of a report from Daniel Har- 
ris of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 144, who 
said he had had a talk with State Con- 
troller Glynn on the subject. 

** Under the pres law, he said, “a 
detective agency which supplies strike- 
breakers pays a license of not more than 
$200, no matter how many men it em- 
ploys. The Controller is in favor of a 
bill by whic hit would have to give 
$100 bonds for every man employed. We 
ought to favor this bill too.’’

Cook and Chambermaid to be Gathered 
In by a Chicago Organizer. 


The Hote] and Restaurant Employes’ 
International Alliance and Bartenders’ 
League of America now purposes organiz- 
ing the domestic servants from the cook 
to the chambermaid. The announcement 
was made yesterday by its general or- 
ganizer, Emanuel Kovaleski, who was 
sent here by the National Executive Com- 
mittee in Chicago. 

Housewives need not be alarmed, how- 
ever, either along Fifth Avenue or in any 
other part of the city, for at least a 
month yet. Kovaleski says the evil hour 
for the housewives will be postponed until] 
he organize a culinary council of all the 
culinary trades. 

He went before the Central Federated 
Union yesterday to ask for credentials to 
enable him to visit the various unions in 
the trades he represents and get their co- 
operation. He said that he intends to 
spend two months in this city organizing 
the council. 

‘‘My programme,” he said, ‘‘is to have 
every one in the culinary trades in this 
council. It will include cooks, waiters, 
bartenders, porters, and chefs, and all 
others, This will take time, of course, 
but I can accomplish a great deal in two 
months.”’ 

They gave him the credentials.

the 15,000 children who usually attend its 
fifteen industrial schools the Children’s 
Aid Society has found children in 
families who were unable to attend on ac- 
count of poverty. In some of the homes 
there was neither fire nor food, and in 

many the bedding and furniture had been 
sold to provide the necessities of life. 

This condition is attributed to the lack 
of work on the part of the bread winners 
of the families and because of it the offi- 
cers of the society have made an urgent 
request for funds. They estimate that 

$5,000 is needed at once for food, fuel, and 
medicines. 

Of this sum the Trustees of the society 
have raised $2,000 among themselves. 
They now ask ‘the public for the balance 
of $3,000. A. B. Hepburn, President of 
the Chase National Bank, is Treastrer of 
the fund.
